years ending July 1. 1899, there landed 
at the port of New York 470,149 Irish 
persons. 
Of this number 249,905 were 


females, nearly all under 40 years of 
age. In more recent years the Irish 
have emigrated, not in families, but as 
individuals. 


According to the report Ireland has 


lost by emigration via the port of New 
York alone half a million of its children 
alone. The population of that country 
is now reduced to 4,500,000.

points in an endeavor to carry out Col. 
Lockett's plans of throwing his lines 
around the enemy and thus cutting off 
retreat.

markable well in the world is Joseph'^ 
•well, at Cairo, Egypt.

Excavated through solid 
rock 
to a 


depth of 165 feet, at which depth it 
-was enlarged on one side to form a 
•chamber, in. the bottom of which a 
reservoir was made immediately un- 
der the shaft. 
At one side of this 


reservoir another shaft was excavated 
through rock to a bed o£ gravel, where 
water was found. The

shaft 


•was 130 feet deep, making the total

rectangular, 2-lxlS feet.

shaft was 15x9 feet. Winding around 
the well a spiral passageway C feet -1

On December 1, the total 


amount of currency, less the holdings 
of the treasury, was sufficient for each 
man, woman and child in the United 
States to have twenty-five dollars in his 
or her pocket.

were overcapitalization 
and 
inflated 


prices. 
The tendency toward these 


was aggravated by -ths abnormally 
easy money market 
which ruled the 


first hitlf of the year, especially in New 
York.'1 
Money was easy because, our 


currency was fixed in the amount afloat, 
so that when out of use it 
collected at 


our trade centers and had to be loaned 
at the best price obtainable." 
Even if 


it wjre assumed that a large part of the 
companies organized were on a sound 
basis it would still bo true "that the 
conditions stimulated so rapid a devel- 
opment that more floating capital was 
put into fixed forms than the country's 
accumulated wealth could spare, and 
that higher values were attained than 
'earning capacity warranted: heneo in 
these ways the financial stability 
was 


likewise weakened."

Chronicle says: "If the people like those 
short cycles of prosperity, with frequent 
recurrence of liquidating periods netting 
large losses to the 
over-credulous, all

keep and has already k&pt many of them 
away from Janesville. 


Instead of leaving their money with 


our city merchants, they #o to neigh- 
boring towns for their trade. 
They say 


that it would pay the Bower City and 
for those who would interest themselves 
in such an enterprise of so urgent neces- 
sity to erect a Etorehpuse. Many thous- 
ands of bushels of potatoes, a large con- 
sortment of. turkeys, hogs, poultry, etc., 
have already 
been sent to the far east 


from our own county of Rock and di- 
rectly from the nearby village's which 
would otherwise have been diverted first 
to Janesville. 


If Janesville had a warehouse, where 


farmers could leave their goods or ex- 
change themths city would undoubtedly 
get a larger share of business, because 
the farmer would bo certain that when 
he comes to the city with a wagon load 
of goods, that he would not have to re- 
turn home with it. 
A good location for 


such a warehouse would probably be in 
the western part of the city 
where the 


railroad 
facilities of both the North 


western and Milwaukee lines would be 
7nost convenient. A spirited .movement 
for' such an institution ought to begin 
early in the spring among the enterpris- 
ing citizens of this cit~. .
